| Mr. President and Gentleman : 


Immigration at the present time is one 
of those subjects which is receiving not 
only the careful attention of cities and 
communities of our land, but also the 
attention of the very best men entrusted 
with the affairs of different nations or 
states. The success of the large immi- 
gration to the United States has been 
demonstrated, but for the last year or 
two, there has been « growmyg feeling 
against immigration, principal’'y amon, 
the organiser and in organised labourers 
of the eastern States, and their reason 
has been, to reduce competition in 
labour. Their political men tell us that 
Iinmigrition should be prohibited on 
socia!, moral aud political grounds : while 
the New York Chamber of Commerce, 
calls on congress to enact speedy legisla- 
ion Against immigration, their excuse 
being the fear of cholera. Considering 
that their population is now estimated 
at nearly siaty-five millions and by their 
returns of 91 and 92. which shows that 
during these two years over one million 
emigrants arrived in this country. Of 
this million, Englisi and = Scoteh only 
contributed about one fourth (}) Germany 
abcut the same, leaving one half which 
is principally supplied by Italy, Poland, 
and other European countries. Perhaps 
their prohibitery reasons ars good, as 
they yet hundreds of thousands of a very 
undesirable class who never leave the 
larve clues and are often a Lurden to the 
nation, In our Dominion things assume 
a different aspect, we have an agricultural 
country, @ greater amount Of vacant land 
ind undeveloped territory watting the 
richt ‘class. Their proLibigon or res- 
tricuon will uwudoubtedly prohibit us,and 
if we can get say, from 50, to 100 thous- 
and of the right class per annum which 
they will now rcfuse from countries such 
as Geeat Britain, Germany and Sweden, 
we have unlimited room for such men 
aud money. 

True, we cannot boast of our variations 
of climate and large manufacturing cen- 
tres to the extent they can, but to those 
who desire to follow agriculture and

viace. In making comparisons, I tind 
the acquisiton of land from the Queens 
lin] Governn eat, as follows: agriculiure 
land farms up to 160 acres at the rate of 
GUc. per acre, payable in tive years or at 
the rate of 12c. per acre per annum. 
Personel residence required, from 160 to 
1280, at the rate of $5.80 per acre, per- 
sonal residence or by agt., to specula- 
tors or none residence at the rate of Sd 
per acre. Thus, you will see, speculators 
are not invited to ueen,land. This 
above refers to their immigration policy of 
afew years ago and now suspended. We 
in Manitoba have been in the past dis- 
contented with our immigration returns, 
and rightly so, when we consider how 
thinly the population is seattered over the 
provinces. The disadvantages connected 
with country education where — the 
teachers are employed to teach a few 
children, the expenses connected with 
same. Our industries are next to nil and 
why, because we have not enough of any 
one thing to warrant large capital and 
labour. Our cattle raising does not yet 
warrant frozen meat exportation, neither 

i have we suflicient pork to encourage 
packing houses. 

Denmark exports to Scotland and 
Eagland ten million dollars worth of but- 
ter yearly. The Dominion of Canada 
sends $440.060 worth Manitoba sends 
none, while the imports required by 
Great Britain is nearly 60 million dollars 
worth. Australia and New Zealand, over 
10 thousand miles from the world’s mir- 
kets are large exporters of butter an! 
frozen mutton, and yet we often hear it 
said that we are too far from the world’s 
market ; my opinion is that with the ex- 
ception of wheat and oats we have not 
enough of any one thing to send and 
make it pay tothe world’s markets. If

1 believe if the Inst tute takes this matter 
up it would be the means of receiviny, 
and dissiminatirg the very best literature 
which would be rollowed by correspond- 
ing results. If it pays the Board of 
Trade of the different towns and cities to 
publish reports setting forth their indas- 

tries imports, export, annua! increase of 
population, business openings, education, 

social and church advantages : it must 
also follow that those who leave their 
native land to follow agriculture would 
Uso feel grateful for the latest and Lest 
information, before leaving that home, as 
many who cone to Manttoba are neither 
practical nor thoreotical farmers ; you 
will at once sec the advantage it would 
betothem. In Great Britain there are 
ditf-rent classes of farmers, but we will 
divide them into their classes. The large 
or sheep farmer the practical or mixed 
farmer, and last the smali farmer, or in 
Scotland 1s known as the Crofter, to all 
these such information as I have pointed 
out would be interesting and useful. Let 
this pamphlet be put into the hands of 
every individual farmer in Great Britain 
by mal. At present we get young men, 
sous of nercliints, clerks and mecuanices 
who have little or no knowledge of farm- 
ing, they in many cases get work but 
often less pay then they formerly received 
in the oll country, the result is, they 
blame to country and farming, whereas 
they never consiler their own inability 
and lack of farming experience, others 
again have some money to start for them- 
selves, without any knewledge of values 
which often ends in failure. By this 
pamphlet we couid get at the practical 
and experience farmer with capital, who 
in «i-+or would take advantage of low 
grades and coarse grain in feeding stock 
thus requirins the steady or yearly ser- 
viccs of young men, who at present leave 
us and go to the large cities to the south. 
Someti:ne ago I handed your Institute a 
letter from Mr. Fleming of Scotland re- 
garding the yearly engagements of farm 
servants. During the winter months the 
different Institutes throughout Manitoba 
could assist in their work ; good men_ be- 
ing selected there. The Institutes would 
see that they were placed with respon- 
sible farmers here. As it is now, many 
good farmers get poor men, on the other 
hand good men fall into the employment 
of financially poor farmers. When we 
eonsider that the Dominion Goversment 
has 5,000 booking agents in Great Britain 
these I may say are store keepers who 
are agen’s for the different steamship 
lines in Great Britain. The government 
allows them $1.25 per head for heads cf 
families who they book throng to Win 

nipeg, this being a special inducement to 
ship to Manitoha and the Nerth West 
Territories in preference tou other coun- 
tries. Weal-o note that there is 26 
agents working through the different 


states to the south cf us including New 
York, New England and Washinyton 
states. The settlers from those states 


not only brings horses, cattle and imple- 
ments, but vatuable experience,it then re- 
mains for you gentlemen to show by some 
such pamphlet to men of sume capital in 
the east and Great Britain that if they 
contemplate a change, that we invite 
them not only to the best agriculture 
centre, but to where social and church 
life are of a high order and where educa- 
ion facilities are second to none. We 
must du this to keepin line with such 
countries, as the following is taken f:oin 

‘A Queensland pamphlet a melion 
acres open for selection in one district and 
where the stable crops are wheat, oranges, 
grapes, etc.” Now gentlemcn I nearly 
show this so that we may only look for 
our shareof the Immigration.

An agent was sent to Russia to confer

She don’t 
know the difference between a Republi- 
ean form of government and a Mon- 
archial, to save her life she couldn’t de- 
fine the difference between a conserva- 
tive anda reformer. I think she would 
ever be found in the same position as 
our proverbial friend “Pat’? who, when 
asked what side of polities he favored, 
replied“I’'m always agin the Goverment,” 
so would we find woman. The yvreat 
danger, Madam Speaker, which threatens 
nation the ignorance of

(c) Becanse she isa woman morally. It 
has been argued with considerable force, 
that woman hasfinerand nobler instincts 
than man, consequently, her presence 
at the ballot box would havea retining 
influence, that her presence there would 
control the rudeness and profanity of the 
stronver sex, but here again are we met 
by the all refuting argument of the aver- 
age and lower class woman.

reversion to the lower original type? Nay 
but we mav be sure that Providence has

sexes, and those who would throw down 
the barriers would let in the flood, vet, I 
fear that those who scremble for politica! 
soverit gnity have no gveat regard for 
future good nor indeed anything else but 
themselves. 

Second. Because she is preoccupied, or 
in other words, she has something else 
to do. In the beginning the All-wise 
One made them a separate creation, “Male 
and temale made He them” giving to 
each a distinct sphere to fill, a different 
part to accomplish in this great working 
world. Woman's sphere is distinctly the 
home and as truly as she attempts to fill 
other than that it isto her own detri- 
ment and thatof the race. Not being

country.” What must, sooner or later, 

‘sap the very heart-blood of the great 

| American nation? In both cases, con- ; 
tempt of motherhood and neglect of; 
home. There are entire streets in the 
residential part of beautiful Detruit 
where little children are made conspicu- 
ous by their absence ; upon some of the 
most fashionable residences in Chicago 
we read, underneath the advertisement 
“To Let,” “No children allowed.” I re 
peat that unless this false sentiment be 
stamped out, that mighty nation i 
. doomed. 


Third. Because of results. (a) In pub- 
lic. Here again are we led back to the 
argument of the lower strata of woman- 
hood. We must not forget that to ex- 
tend the franchise te women would not 
merely permit a few well-educated, self- 
respecting, self-controlled ladies to quiet- 
ly record their predilictions for Liberalism 
or Conse -vativism, but it would jet in the 
far wider flood of tne uneducated, the 
unrestrained, the irrational,the emotional, 
those who know nothing and imagine all 
things. Further, Madame Speaker,it would 
let in the drunken woman, in her mad- 
dened, yelling, frenzied condition ; nay 
more, it would include that class of 
society-leper, ca'led the prostitute. The 
sresence of these last named classes, and 
inthe natural sequence of events the 
polling booth would be the favorite ren- 
dezvous for each, would inadden already 
/ excited men and the booth would become 
a‘ pandemonium, yea, verily, a hell upon 
earth. Again I ask, what alout the grim 
“blood tax” which man must pay and 
woman cannot? Its all mere moonshine 
to say that when woman has the privilege 
of voting there will be no war. The over- 
i}whelming majority of the woman’s vote 
would always be on the side of peace. 
That is, I fear, a false assumption. What 
has been, will be again. The Parnsian 
i} woman of the Revolution will be repeat- 
ed wherever analagous conditions exist. 
Are there not, Madame Speaker, scores 
of women to be found among the Nihil- 
ists and socialists, preaching wholesale 
| murder and bloodshed? Alas, too manv. 
Some of the most terrible wars which have 
ever convulsed Europe have been brought 
about by the instrumentality of woman, 
and human nature is not changed. The 
‘spirit which made martyrs of weak girls, 
which turned honest women into the yell- 
ling viragves of that blood-stained satur- 
nalia of ’92 still exists, awaiting only the 
circumstance to spring into action once 
| more. 

(b) Because of results in private. We 
live by our ideals. One by onethey may 
‘fall from the throne upon which we have 
placed them, and be lost tous inthe dust 
of disappointment. Still the race goes 
on cherishing its ideals without which 
life would indeed become too hard and 
sordid for us all. The most beautiful of 
these ideals is the home. Home means 
rest, peace and love. Here the darker 
passions, which the contests of life 
arouse, are shut out. This is the svmbol 
of the home in the “better country.” our 
last home. But where, J ask, will be the 
peace of home if woman, like man, 
rlunges into the troubled sea of political 
life? We are tanght in Holy Writ ‘a 
house divided against itself cannot stand,” 
and the home must crumble to the earth 
when husband and wife are politically 
divided,—one Conservative, the other 
Reform. The very position of husband 
and wife forbid such adisunion. The 
sexesare reciprocal, not identical; neither 
perfect without the other. Such antagon- 
ism is breathed in the sentiments of a 
woman, who expressed herself in this 
wise not long since. She declared she 
never could die happy until she had seen 
engraved npon the tombstone of some 
man, “John Smith, relict of the late 
Marv Smith.” Such a disunion would 
nullify forever the sacred bond of “they 
twain shall be one.” The dove of peace 
would take its everlasting flight to be re- 
placed by the black owl of disanion and 
discord, while a reign of terror would 
commence which would wreck the home 
and consequently the country, for is not 
the home the foundation of the country. 
For woman to enter the political contest 
would be to unfit her for the position of 
mother, wife, sister—by making her dis- 
contented with the quiet seclusion of the 
home-life. Doubtless there are few wo- 
men possessed of brain and energy who 
have not at times felt a great, nay intense, 
longing fora freer hand in the race of 
life, as the distant roar of the breakers 
of iniquity smite upon her ear, as she 
realizes that upon the bosom of those 
mighty billows some who are nearest her 
heart are being borne from her side 
downward to the awful abyss of ruin, 
none but God knows how her heart 
yearns to go forth and help stem the aw- 
ful flood, but who will dare say that, in 
the quiet of the home-rest, with mneh 
patience, tenderness and love, she is not 
doing more to stay that awful flood than | 
many of those whose hands are more free | 
and strong. I repeat, Madam Speaker, | 
that public life leads woman to look upon | 
the home life as narrow and monotonous | 
\ discontented mother in a home will 
rear a discontented family, and she who 
was placed here to make the world glad- 
der, brighter, happier, will carry with 
her, instead, gloom, shadow and discon- 
tent. The trouble which this political 
right, if extended, would bring into the 
home is as certain as to-morrow’s sun- 
rise, and those who refuse to see it are of | 
the race of the wilfully blind, or of that} 
smaller sect of enthusiasts who believe 
ina problematical better rather than an 
establishod good. This is also part and 
parcel of the spirit which desires extreme | 
facility for divorce, that curse of curses. | 
Oh, mav its grim shadow never darken | 
our blessed Canadian home-life. 

(ec) Such a deman«a as made by women 


for the franchise is unnecessary and sup- 
erfluous. Already the mother holds in | 
her hand the power to frame the laws for | 
the future. A Roman Catholic priest | 
once said: “Give me the children until 
ten vears of age, then you may take 
them but I have them still”. And such 
a power, only ten times strengthened, is | 
the mother. She can, if she will, stamp ; 
indelibly upon the minds and hearts of | 


her little ones, her own ideas, her own} 
loves and hates. Her power over them 
is almost omnipotent. She can well nigh 
mould them at her will, and, 1f she can- 
not, Madam Speaker, nine cases out of 
ten, there is something$radically wrong 
jwith the mother. “The hand that rocks 
‘the cradle rules the world,” some one has 
said. I would like to know, 
| Speaker, how rm-h more woman wantsto 
move, or how much more she desires to! 


tule? I rather think she ought to be 
satisfied with that. I would rather be 
the power behind the throne (without 
casting insinuations at our good Queen 
Victoria) than the figure-head upon it. 

(d) Such a demand, Madam Speaker, 
I deem highly inconsistent. yomen 
say: “We cannot trust men to frame and 
enact cur laws.” Yet most glaringly in- 
consistent does she, at the hymenial 
altar, promise to love, honor and obey, 
thoee self-zame men. Into the hands of 
“those men” whom, forsooth, she “can- 
not trust,” she entrusts the keys of her 
happiness for time, and weil nigh eter- 
nity. Madame Speaker, I cry a truce to 
this inconsistency, and say, jet no woman 
dare promise to love, onor and obey a 
man whom ehe cannot trust to do his 
part in this great world of ours, nobly 
and well.
